well could suffer for lack of attention, and (3) CCPC has been concerned 
with, and has done some work on, and it would probably be 

desirable that a decision as to the jurisdiction of the subject be 

resolved as soon as possible. 


There was further discussion including questions and answers lead- 
ing to a better understanding of the subject by all concerned. 


The Committee then considered the ad hoe group report circulated 
with USIB-EE-9.1/12 and approved the amended version which is to be 
forwarded to USIB for consideration, probably on the agenda for the 
29 March meeting of the Board.
